A determined effort to induce 
a large percentage of the city’s 
264,748 registered voters to cast 
ballots in Tuesday’s special elec- 
tion on the proposed $17,230,000 
public school bond issue will be 
made tomorrow and election day 
by supporters of the proposition. 

The principal effort will be 


made in the 14 wards from which 
adverse votes combined to defeat 
the measure May 1 when it failed 
of the required two-thirds ma- 
jority by a scant 275 votes. At 
that election, the vote was 64,841 
for the bond issue and 32,832 
against. More than 3000 other 
ballots were declared invalid 
when election judges were unable 
to determine the intent of those 
voting them. 

An estimate that prevailing 
hich interest in the campaign may 
bring out as many as 100,000 vot- 
ers, provided the day is bright 
and clear, was made by Paul C. 
Calcaterra, chairman of the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 
He noted that the proposal has 
received a good deal of political 
support that may result in a great- 
er total vote. There was little 
organized party support at the 
Jast election. . 

Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 

redicted good weather for Tues- 
day. The day should be generally 
fair with moderate temperatures, 
clear skies and no rain, he said. 
He estimated the temperature 
would range from a low in the 
morning of about 60 to a high 
in the low 80s in the afternoon. 

Polls in the city’s 785 precincts 
will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 
p.m., daylight saving time, Voters 
will be handed a single ballot 
stating the proposition. To vote 
in favor of authorizing the Board 
of Education to borrow the $17,- 
230,000 by the sale of bonds, the 
clause “Against the Loan” must 
be struck out. 

Will L. Schwehr, school board 
president, said in a last minute 
appeal: 

“There are now no funds to 
meet even our emergency build- 
ing needs. Nothing can be done 
to improve and rehabilitate our 
school buildings unless the bond 
issue is approved. 

“The majority of our citizens, 
I am sure, want ‘good public 
schools in St. Louis. But this de- 
sire means nothing unless we go 
to the polls and vote. Every reg- 
istered voter, whether he is a 
property owner or not, is eligible 
to cast a ballot.” 

Howard V. Stephens, Repub- 
lican National (Committeeman 
from Missouri, yesterday an- 
nounced indorsement of the pro- 
posal, thereby joining virtually 
every political leader of both par- 
ties. In addition, AFL Central 
Trades & Labor Union, AFL 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council and the CIO Industrial 
Union Council have urged their 
members to cast affirmative votes. 

Funds from the bond issue 
would be used to erect 15 new 
school buildings and to construct 
major additions to two others. 
This would enable the _ school 
board to alleviate serious over- 
crowding in Negro schools, pro- 
vide school facilities in the newer 
sections of the city and replace 
old schools in other areas.

WASHINGTON, June 2—Presi- 
dent Truman signed today the 
third supplemental appropriation 
bill but asked Congress for “sim- 
ple, effective and straightforward 
legislation” to replace the “se- 
riously defective” Kem _ rider 
which would bar financial or eco- 
nomic aid to nations trading with 
the Iron Curtain countries. 
Truman said that he signed the 


tions it carries are so urgently 
needed” and because the Kem 
rider did permit exceptions in the 
interest of national security al- 
though these were hedged: about 
with restrictions difficult to ad- 
minister. He called the rider 
“quite unrelated to the major pur- 
pose of the act which is to ap- 
propriate funds.” 

Rider Passed Both Houses. 

The rider was introduced by 
Senator James P. Kem (Rep.), 
Missouri, as an amendment to the 
appropriation for the Office of 
Education, and was adopted by 
voice vote. After being further 
strengthened in conference it was 
passed by both houses. 

Signature of the $365,000,000 
appropriations bill and comple- 
tion of the statement protesting 
against the Kem amendments 
were two of the chores which 
interrupted the President’s holi- 
day cruise on the Chesapeake 
aboard the yacht Williamsburg. 

Truman pointed out in his 
statement that the Kem rider was 
in effect “a major piece of legis- 
lation affecting our foreign policy, 
but it was never considered by 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee or the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee.” 

He said that unless exceptions 
were broadly made, the rider 
would “result in weakening rather 
than strengthening the security 
of the United States and the col- 
lective security of the free world.” 
Seeks Workable Legislation. 
He added, “I therefore strong- 
ly urge the Congress to replace 
this hasty rider with more work- 
able legislation at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

The section provides that no 
economic or financial assistance 
may be given to any country 
which exports to the Soviet 
Union and its satellites .arms, 
armament, military materiel, or 
any article or commodity which 
“may be used in the manufacture 
of arms, armaments or military 
materiel.” It also prohibits aid 
to any country which exports 
commodities of any kind to the 
Iron Curtain countries, including 
Communist China and North Ko- 
rea, which have been embargoed 
by the United States. 

Since all American trade with 
Communist China is under United 
States embargo, this would cut 
off all trade with the Chinese 
mainland, including the flourish- 
ing export trade in such com- 
modities as steel, textiles, auto- 
mobile tires and bicycles carried 
on by Japan with Red China and 
the Soviet port of .Dairen, supply 
base for Communist armies 
Korea. This amounted to $72,- 
000,000 for 1950 and had jumped 
in the first two months of 1951 
to an annual rate of $93,000,000. 

Provision for Exceptions. 

Exceptions tu the Kem provi- 
sions could be granted by the 
National Security Council, but 
they had to be reported to six 
congressional committees. 

Truman pointed out trade was 
a two-way street, and the Western 
European nations got from the 
Soviet bloc substantial amounts of 
coal, grain, timber, manganese, 
chrome, asbestos, and iron and 
steel. products “which are of 
major importance to the common 
defense of the free world.” 

Principal exports to the Soviet 
block consist of such things as 
textiles and textile fibers, ma- 
chinery and equipnient, various 
foods and raw materials. The 
President pointed out that while 
it was obvious that many of these 
items “may be used in the man- 
ufacture of arms etc. that is not 
sufficient reason for prohibiting 
their export to the Soviet bloc if 
the free world receives in return 
goods of greater value.” He add- 
ed that “the oversimplified ap- 
proach” of the Kem rider was 
clearly wrong.

Allies Hit Fierce Resist- 

ance—Van Fleet Says 
There Is No Connection 
Between Halt in Drive, 
Peace Rumors.

TOKYO, Sunday, June 3 (AP) 
—The United Nations “pursuit 
phase” in Korea ended Saturday 
with the Communists driven from 
nearly all South Korea and the 
Allies still chipping at a harden- 
ing core of resistance. 

Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
United Nations commander, ‘an- 
nounced the end of the Allied 
“all-out offensive.” 

He later said there was no 
connection between the halt in 
the Allied offensive and reports 
elsewhere of peace talks. He 
described as a “guessing game” 
speculation that the attacks were 
halted because of reported peace 
moves elsewhere in the world. 


Van Fleet said there has been 
‘no directive om top level 
sources other than military” 
which would affect the battle 
plans of his forces. 

“All my reports are based on 
what has taken place on the bat- 
tlefield and what is taking place,” 
he added. 

Orders From Military Superiors. 

He said he took orders from 
his military superiors and his 
battle plans had nothing to do 
with politics or diplomacy. 

‘In this immediate battle zone, 
the Eighth Army apparently is 
stopping aggression and will-con- 
tinue to stop such aggression as 
the key point of its military mis- 
sion,” he continued. 

The Eighth Army, he said, will 
continue to destroy military tar- 
gets in North Korea before they 
can “be used in an aggressive 
mission against the Eighth 
Army.” 

Meanwhile, a new and more 
stringent censorship was imposed 
on war news. 

The censorship regulations for- 
bid correspondents to identify 
towns captured until they have 
been in allied hands 48 hours. 
Nor. can troops be identified by 
unit number or nationality. (This 
dispatch was cleared before the 
new rules became effective.) 

Van Fleet told correspondents 
that the new rules were necessary 
because of the “new phase” into 
which the war was entering. 

Red Resistance Fierce. 

Allied gains along the rugged, 
125-mile front just inside Red 
North Korea were limited.

The Government ordered auto- 
mobile makers today to cut pro- 
duction still more, 

For the three-month period. be- 


ginning July 1, they will be per-|™ 


mitted to build only about, 1,200,- 
000 cars. This 
1,400,000 for the April-June quar- 
terly period. It is about a third 
less than the 1,900,000 cars built 
in the July-September period last 
year. 

Courtney Johnson, director of 
the National Production Author- 
ity’s motor vehicle division, esti- 


mated 1951 auto production at 
about 5,400,000 units. This would 
be about a million fewer than the 
record 6,500,000 output of 1950. 

The NPA completely revised 
automobile industry controls in 
today’s order. Previously, pro- 
duction has been curtailed by lim- 
iting industry steel supplies. It 
has been 80 per cent of pre- 
Korean levels in April and May, 
and 75 per cent in June. 

For the July-September period, 
each maker will be allowed to 
use steel, copper and aluminum 
sufficient to meet his quota of 
1,200,000 passenger cars based on 
average metal content of cars 
made in January 1950. 

Thus, if a manufacturer wants 
to concentrate on lighter cars— 
say the Chevrolet line of General 
Motors, rather than Buicks or 
Cadillacs—he may do so and pro- 
duce somewhat more cars. 

The Government divided indus- 
try output in this fashion: Gen- 
eral Motors 41.35 per cent, Chrys- 
ler 21.65, Ford 21.35, Studebaker

No Military Significance. 
ACHESON—From the military 
point of view, Senator, the thirty- 
eighth parallel has no _ signifi- 
cance. The troops have to move, 
and do move freely back and 
forth across it.... 
WILEY—What effect would a 
blockade of Hong Kong have on 
the general situation? I see there 
is a considerable difference on 
that. I think it is only fair if you 
could very briefly tell us your 
own views. 
ACHESON—On the blockade of 
Hong Kong by whom?... 
WILEY—By the United Na- 
tions. 
ACHESON—Well, I can hardly 
imagine a blockade of a British 
port by Great Britain and/or by 
the Allies. The British are a part 
of the United Nations effort in 
Korea. They are’ co-operating in 
that. I do not quite see the United 
Nations blockading one of the 
British ports. 
WILEY — Well, my objective, 
and I will stress it, was that ‘I 
have seen recently that it is 
claimed that the open port of 
Hong Kong, maintaining it open, 
is more in favor of the Allies and 
ourselves than to close it, that 
the effect upon the general sit- 
uation would be unfavorable. I 
wondered whether you had any 
reaction on that or not. 
ACHESON. Oh, yes, I do have 
a reaction to that.

Now one 
thing that is very difficult for-me 
to understand as to how it is go- 
ing to be worked out. You have 
stated to Senator Wiley this 
morning our policy in Korea to 
prevent aggression and to get 
peace there. Now assume that 
the Chinese Communists merely 
stayed in Korea with a very sub- 
stantial force and did not take 
aggressive action.

The first reason has to do with 
the defense of Formosa. 

We are committed to see that 
that island does not fall into hos- 
tile hands and to use military 
force .to bring about that result. 
We cannot, therefore, believe that 
it is wise in any way to weaken 
or diminish the forces on For- 
mosa. It is not altogether an easy 
operation to assure that *ormosa 
will not fall merely by the use 
of the fleet.

SALTONSTALL—Now could 
you speak very briefly to the 
point, to give your opinion as to 
how necessary it is for us to 
collaborate in our policies in the 
Far East with the British and the 
French particularly, in connection 
with our world-wide security? In 
other words, how closely tied in 
today are the policies in the Far 


with relation to the security of 
our own country? 


ACHESON: They are very 
closely related to the security of 
our own country. The basis up-

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Few Laws on Books to 
Regulate Pressure 
Groups Although They 
Have Long Camped 
Near Capitol.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2— 
Lobbyists, about to be investi- 
gated by the State Legislature, 


always have camped in or near 
the capitol to promote or oppose 
bills, but the lawmakers have 
passed few statutes to regulate 
the pressure groups. 

An organization meeting will 
be held Tuesday by the House 
committee named to inquire into 
activities of lobbyists for all 
groups, particularly those repre- 
senting bus and truck and small- 
loan interests. 

Gov. Forrest Smith, whose bill 
to increase truck fees in Missouri 
has been successfully stymied by 
the truck lobby, has been forced 
to call a bi-partisan group of 18 
House members to a conference 
tomorrow in an effort to draft a 
substitute bill that would have 
home hope of passage before the 
tentative June 22 date for the 
summer recess. 

Since 1919, the state has had 
no law requiring legislative lob- 
byists to register and to report 
their funds, fees and expenses in 
obtaining passage, or defeating, 
bills. 

No Public Accounting Required. 

Members of the Legislature are 
required by law to report cam- 
paign expenses in seeking elec- 


butions received are not required. 
But lobbyists, who work both be- 
fore and after a session begirts, 
are not compelled to make a pub- 
lic accounting or even disclose 
the identity of their clients. 

A lobbyist registration and fund 
accounting bill formerly was on 
the law books, but was invalidated 
by the Missouri Supreme Court 
in 1919. The ruling was based 
on a defect in the title of the act. 

The court did not hold the Leg- 
islature could not pass such a 
regulatory law for lobbyists. It 
ruled the title of the act failed 


to comply with a constitutional | 


provision that the subject of a 
bill myst be clearly expressed in 
the title. | 

Bills to Restore Law Failed. 

Efforts have been made from 
time to time to place a lobby 
regulatory act back on the law 
books, but these bills have died, 
usually in legislative committees. 

A bill for partial regulation of 
fund-raising to influence legisla- 
tion, prepared and introduced at 
the request of Gov. Smith, got 
nowhere in the 1949 session. 

That measure would have re- 
quired organizations and individu- 
als who raise funds for the pur- 
pose of influencing legislation to 
file reports twice a year with the 
Secretary of State showing con- 
tributions received, purposes, ex- 
penditures and persons to whom 
the funds were paid. 

For a time the measure was 
known as “the mystery bill’ be- 
cause the legislative sponsor 
would not disclose its source, and 
lobbyists were alarmed.  UIlti- 
mately, Gov. Smith said he had 
it introduced, to curb “illegal” 
use of money to influence the 
passage or Cefeat of legislation. 

Regulations in Other States. 

Several states have lobby regu- 
latory acts, requiring registration 
and reports, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment has a similar require- 
ment on reports by lobbyists ap- 
pearing before Congress. 

Missouri lawbooks for many 
years have contained a statute 
prohibiting paid lobbyists from 
entering that part of the floor of 
either house which is reserved 
for members, when in session, ex- 
cept upon invitation. 

Maximum penalties for viola- 
tion of this law, with which few 
lobbyists appear familiar, are a 
year in jail or a fine of $500. No 
record is available of an instance 
in which the act was invoked.

Pope’s commit- 
tee has been conducting a cam- 
paign to obtain the release of in- 
formation of vital importance to 
the public. | 

There are professional cheats 
who operate cunningly—some- 
times with the co-operation of 
employers to draw checks on the 
pretext of being out of a job. 
Instances have been uncovered of 
phony companies formed for that 
purpose alone. Maximum pay- 
ments average $20 a week for 21 
weeks in most states. 

Much has been written about 
vacationers in Miami and other 
resorts drawing unemployment 
compensation checks in NeW York 
City. It’s hard to prove they 
aren’t really looking for a job 
there—one of the requirements 
for continuing on the jobless 
rolls. 

Fraud Overemphasized. 

But that type of fraud has been 
overemphasized, in the opinion of 
R. Gordon Wagenet, assistant di- 
rector of the bureau in charge of 
unemployment compensation. 

Wagenet points out that the 
$2,253,111 known to have been 
paid out in phony claims between 
last Oct. 1 and March 31 was only 
0.54 per cent of the $419,824,166 
distributed by the states. 

Honest mistakes are made, too, 
both by the claimants and the 
state office personnel. Items listed 
as non-fradulent over-payments in 
the last six months totaled $1,622,- 
225 and went to 47,548 persons. 
Errors occurred in 1.01 per cent 
of the 4,727,155 new transactions 
or “spells” of insured unemploy- 
ment. “Wilful misrepresentation” 
occurred in 0.63 per cent of those 
cases. 

In the last six months, the 
states have recovered just about 
half of the overpayments—both 
fraudulent and otherwise. A total 
of $1,135,283 was taken back from 
gyppers and $1,296,506 was paid 
back by those who were inad- 
vertently overpaid. 

Penalties. 

Thirty-five states allow admin- 

istrative penalties for wilful mis- 
representation of unemployment. 
Such penaltiés would deprive the 
claimants of future claims, at 
least in the amount of the past 
fraud, 
But criminal fraud is prosecuted 
in the courts, and Wagenet says 
the record of convictions is sur- 
prisingly good, considering that 
the amounts usually are small 
and district attorneys sometimes 
are reluctant to press such cases. 
Fines or imprisonment may be 
imposed at the discretion of the 
judge. 

In the last six months, there 
have been 3081 convictions. In 
the same period, 4381 violations 
were recommended to the prose- 
cuting attorneys in the 51 states 
and territories. Of these, 443 were 
turned’ down by prosecutors, 
grand juries or courts, and 60 
were acquitted,

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CITY COMMISSION STUDIES - 
@ CHANGES IN TRAFFIC CODE 


Major Changes Proposed in Simplified Lan- 
guage—Patterned After Confer- 
ence Model Plan. 


? 


A completely revised St. Louis 
traffic code “in language a high 
school student can understand” 


was sent to the Municipal Traf- 
fic Commission yesterday by May- 
or Joseph M. Darst for the a 
mission’s study and recommenda- 
tions. 

The revision was by Assistant 
City Counselor Frank A. Neun 
and is patterned after a model 
traffic code drawn up in 1949 
at a national conference on high- 
way safety called by President 
Harry S. Truman. 

Repealing 2241 sections of 
present ordinances governing 
driving of automobiles, the pro- 
posed code seeks to place in 80 
sections all necessary require- 
ments for driving in conformity 
with municipal regulations. 


Many Obsolete Requirements. 
Darst pointed out that many 


{requirements now in the city code 


could not be complied with ex- 
cept by owners of -automobiles 
more than 25 years old. Among 
these is one that automobile head- 
lamps be equipped with hinged 
glass lenses which can be lifted 
to clean the reflectors. 


Among more important changes, 
the Mayor said, was a proposal to 
decrease the speed limit on the 
Express Highway from 45 miles 
an hour to 40 miles. He recalled 
Traffic Commissioner Charles G. 
Gonter had attributed many acci- 
dents and traffic jams to the pres- 
ent high speed limit on the high- 
Way. 

The revised code also would 
permit trucks to maintain the 
same general speed limit as auto- 
mobiles, 30 miles an hour. At 
present trucks are limited to 15 
and 20 miles, depending on their 
size. Gonter thinks the present 
limitation on speed is too slow 
for modern trucks and.is respon- 
sible for many traffic jams. 

Designation of Truck Routes. 

To eliminate congestion on 
other busy thoroughfares, the 
new code would give the Traffic 
Commissioner authority to desig- 
nate truck routes through the 
city. 

No truck in excess of 30 feet 
in length would be permitted on 
any street other than a truck 
route, except for the purpose of 
making deliveries or for loading.’ 
When these tasks are completed, 
the trucks would be required to 
return to a designated truck 
route. 

The code shows more consid- 
eration for the motorist arrested 
for various traffic violations. In 
fewer cases would the motorists 
be required to make bond. Most 


| important of these is a provision 


which does not require the. of- 
fender for speeding to make bond 
unless charged with driving in 
excess of 40 miles an hour. - 
At present, bond is required in 
all speeding cases and most 
speeding charges are those. be- 
tween 35 and 40 miles an hour. 
Parking Violation Provisions. 
The code would tighten en- 
forcement when tickets are left 
on automobiles for parking and 
similar violations. Failure to re- 
spond to such tickets would be a 
misdemeanor. The ®ode author- 
izes the Police Department to is- 
sue calls for the arrest of non- 
residents who repeatedly fail to 
respond to tickets. 

While the proposed code would 
“take the sting out of the citi- 
zens’ resentment over arrest for 
common violation,” Darst said, 
stiffer penalties will be provided 
for such offenses as driving when 
intoxicated, speeding over 40 
miles an hour, reckless driving 
and leaving the scene of an ac- 
cident. 

On the latter score, the present 
ordinance requires only that a 
report be made of an accident to 
any judicial officer. Many times 
this has come belatedly. The pro- 
posed code would require the 
driver to remain on the scene, 
give assistance and report to the 
police. 

Parking at night without lights, 
resently a violation of the code 
but ignored generally, would be 
permitted, provided the car has a 
reflecting glass in the tail light. 
Most cars made in the last 25 
years have these, the Mayor said. 
Pedestrians come under the 
general regulation of the pro- 
posed code. They must be given 
right-of-way at stop signs and 
when motorists are making right 
turns at electric signals, but they 
must obey electric signals and 
traffic officers. An ordinance 
seeking .to require this was at- 
tempted several times, but died 
each time in the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The Traffic Commission ‘to 
which the proposal was referred 
consists of Director Frank Kriz 
of the Department of Streets & 
Sewers; President Frank J. Mc- 
Devitt of the Board of Public 
Service; Maj. Raymond Dowling 
of the Police Department, Gonter, 
Neun, and Alderman Everett 
Taylors chairman of the alder- 
manic committee oon traffic 
matters, .

ACHESON. The President has 
stated that, sir, and that is cor- 
rect. The issues involved seemed 
to me to be issues of the greatest 
importance. 

They had to do with the whole 
conduct of the Government un- 
der the Constitution; they in- 
volved the power of the Presi- 
dent, both as the President’ of 
the United States and as the 
Commander in Chief of eur 
forces, and as the chief of state 
of the United Nations command. 

The issues involved had to do 
with questions of war or peace, 
general war or peace; they had to 
do in the. most serious possible 
way with the security of our 
country. 

They had to do with the rela- 
tions between the President and 
the officer in the field who was 
the theater commander. 


They involved the situation in | 


Japan, which was one of very 
great impogtance; they involved 
possible reactions behind the Iron 
Curtain and in other countries; 
they involved the possibility of 
very considerable public contro- 
versy in the United States. 

It was these considerations 
which led me to suggest that this 
was a matter which deserved the 
most careful possible thought on 
the part of everybody... . 

JOHNSON. Did you make any 
suggestions or contribute in any 
way to the procedure that was 
employed in notifying Gen. Mac- 
Arthur of his release? 

Military Matter. 

ACHESON. I didn’t contribute 
to originating the procedure at 
all. That was entirely a matter, 
in my judgment, to be worked 
out through military channels. 

When it was suggested I was 
present, and went over the papers 
which were prepared, and as far 
as I was concerned, they were 
satisfactory, and I approved in 
so far as I had a right to ap- 
prove—I agreed. 

JOHNSON. Are you convinced 
that the course we are now fol- 
lowing in Korea is a course that 
is calculated to bring us victory 
for our objectives with the least 
loss of life and the least danger 
of World War III? 

ACHESON. I am, Senator, yes,

SENATOR SMITH (Rep.), New 
Jersey—Now, Mr. Secretary, is it 
or is it not a fact that at the 
time this document of Dec. 23, 
1949, was sent to our different 
people in the Far East, that 
negotiations or conversations, 
at least, were pending with the 
British Government with regard 
to the recognition of Communist 
China and were we considering 
seriously at that time the recog- 
nition of Communist China? 

ACHESON—We were not con- 
sidering the recognition of Com- 
munist China, It is true that for 
some time we had been talking 
with the British Government 
about their attitude on the mat- 
ter. We had expressed our views, 
and our views did not change. 
We were hopeful that they could 
find it possible to continue to rec- 
ognize the Nationalist Govern- 


| ment. They did not find that that 
was in accord with their best de- 
cisions of policy. 

SMITH—Well, I was. advised 
when I got back from my trip— 
you may recall I went to the Far 
East about that time, in Septem- 
ber—I kad hardly gotten back be- 
fore I contacted some of our State 
Department people and I was very 
much concerned about the possi- 
bility of the recognition of Com- 
munist China, also the fall of 
Formosa, and ! think I spoke to 
you on the subject at that time 
expressing my views, but I was 
advised then that under date oi 
Nov. 1 the British Embassy had 
submitted to you their reasons 
why they contemplated the recog- 
nition of Communist China.

SMITH—Then you think they 
had no just#ication—I want to 
get this clear—they had no justi- 
fication then for feeling that we 
would go along if they recognized 
Communist China?

SMITH—... Congressional ap- 
proval was not sought before 
American troops were committed 
to action in Korea, We know that 
is true. Now, suppose the U.N. 
should decide, and I have to cite 
the U.N. again, that a police ac- 
tion might be necessary, say, in 


Iran or some other part of the 
world. Would you under those | 
conditions recommend that the : 
President seek congressional ap- 
proval before committing Ameri- 
can troops under such conditions? 

If we did not do that, how 
would we know whether or not 
we had the support of the Ameri- 
can people? 

It raises the same question that 
was up in the troops-to-Europe 
discussion a month or so ago in 
regard to troops to Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 

ACHESON — Well, I think that 
there may well be _ situations 
where it would be wise to do it. 
I can see where there are situa- 
tions where you have got to act 
so quickly that you can not do it. 
Whether the one in Iran, which 
way that hypothetical case would 
fall, I don’t know. 

It might be that danger there 
would be so close to the danger 
of a world conflagration that 
it would be wise to do what you 
suggest. I find it hard to give 


you a clear answer... . 
SMITH— ... Do we consider 


the objective of the United Na- 
tions in Korea the restoration of 
the pre-aggression status of Ko- 
rea or the unification of the en- 
tire country? 

ACHESON — Well, I tried to 
make that clear yesterday, Sen- 
ator. . What I said yesterday 


was that the military objectives 
of the United Nations forces in 
Korea are to repel the armed at- 
tack which took place against the 
Republic of -Korea and to restore 
peace and security in the area. 

That is what they are trying to 
do with military force. 

SMITH—Could I ask you right 
there—when you say “the area,” 
that is the trouble. Do you mean 
the area below the thirty-eighth 
parallel, which is the South Ko- 
rean part of it, or the entire Ko- 
rean area? 

ACHESON—If you are going to 


restore peace and security, you 


have got to restore it in the area. : 


You have not restored peace and 
security if there are people on 
the other side coming over and 
fighting you. You have to try 
and stop that condition of fight- 
ing and war that is going on. 

Now, the long-term political ob- 
jective of the United Nations in 
Korea~has been to establish a 
free, indpendent, and democratic 
Korea. 

That they have been trying to 
do since 1948. The United States 
has been in favor of that result 
since 1945. The forces were not 
put into Korea to do that when 
they went in in June. In other 
words, if the North Koreans had 
obeyed the instructions of the Se- 
curity Councii of the United Na- 
tions and withdrawn to their own 
part of Korea and ceased their 
attack, then that situation would 
have been resolved. 

SMITH—Well, does that suggest 
the possibility of a cease-fire at 
or near the thirty-eighth parallel? 

ACHESON—If you could have 

a real settlement, that would 
accomplish the military pur- 
poses in Korea. That is if the 
aggression would end and you 
had reliable assurances that it 
would not be resumed, then you 
could return to a peacetime 
status, and we would hope 
gradually to remove the troops 
from Korea, both Chinese 
troops and United Nations 
troops. 

It would take some little time 
to do that because it is a very 
disturbed condition now, but that 
would be the objective. 

SMITH—How would you visual- 
ize the prevention of the same 
thing happening over again that 
happened when the North Ko- 
reans attacked the South Ko- 
reans, if we stop somewhere in 
the neighborhood of where we 
are again? 

ACHESON—You would have to 
make the best arrangements that 
could be made, and I think that 
if as a result of this fighting in 


Korea, it was determined that 
the Chinese could not succeed in 
this, then the desire to start this 
up again probably wouldn’t recur. 

If it did, of course the most 
serious consequences would ensue 
for everybody including China. 
Therefore, if you once get the 
conviction on the part of the Chi- 
nese that they cannot, they just 
haven’t got the strength to do 
what they want from the military 
point of view, I think that* you 
have a real possibility of working 
out a stable situation. 


SMITH—Whom would we deal 
with in working out a cease-fire 
with the Chinese Communists? 

~ACHESON—We would have to 
deal with the Chinese Communist 
authorities. 

SMITH—I suppose that would 
be a difficult problem where we 
are recognizing the Nationalists 
as the government of China... . 

ACHESON—Well, you would 
deal with them as the authority 
which is fighting your troops, and 
if they desire to stop fighting 


your troops, [ don’t think there | 


ACHESON —Oh, yes, I very 
clearly see a difference. There 
would be various stages in this 
if it were possible to do it. A 
cease-fire is merely the technical 
arrangements which are made to 
stop the shooting. 

Those were worked out and 

have been worked out by our 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and the U.N. 
people understand what they are. 
That merely stops the actual 
fighting. 
What that should be a part of 
is the next stage, which would be 
the negotiation of a settlement in 
Korea, which would lead to a real 
stabilization of the problem and 
the removal of the troops on both 
sides.

No Differences on Policy. 


Acheson said he knew of no 
differences between the State De- 
partment and the Department of 
Defense over Korea war policy. 

As for the British, the Secre- 
tary said they “are in full accord” 
on operations in Korea “but don’t 
go as far as the United States 
in the degree of economi¢ sanc- 
tions to be imposed on China.” 


Acheson revealed the State De- 
partment had opposed the use of 
Chinese Nationalist troops in Ko- 
rea as proposed by MacArthur. 


His explanation was that -to 
remove Nationalist troops from 
Formosa would endanger the is- 
land’s defenses, make it more 
vulnerable to invasion by Red 
Forces from the mainland and 
also cause trouble with Allied 
nations which do not recognize 
the Nationalist regime. 


“We are committed to see that 
that island does not fall into 
hostile hands,” he said, “and to 
use military force to bring about 
that result. 


Unwise to Weaken Forces. 


“We can not, therefore, believe 
that is is wise in any way to weak- 
en. or diminish the forces on 
Formosa.” 

He declared it was possible the 
Reds could make a landing on 
Formosa despite the United States 
Seventh Fleet which is guarding 
it. 


He said Hong Kong authorities 
have imposed “very strict” con- 
trols on goods going to Red China 
and “we hope in due course that 
those controls can be tightened.” 

“It (Hong Kong) is an important 
point for observation and other 
important matters in the Far 
East,” he said. “It is a point 
from which a great deal of im- 
portant work can be done in 
China. It would be very serious 
to have that lost to us.”

INDIA PASSES NEHRU’S BILL 
TO RESTRICT PRESS FREEDOM 


NEW DELHI, June 2 (UP)—The 
Indian Parliament passed today 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Neh- 
ru’s bill amending the constitu- 
tion to pave the way for laws re- 
Stricting the press and enforcing 
land reforms. 

After debating a week, the Par- 
liament voted for the entire bill, 
228 to 20. It becomes lgw when 
signed by the Presidént. Various 
clauses in the bill were passed 
earlier. 

Nehru explained the slander 
and libel laws had to be changed 
because under the present consti- 
tution newspapers and individuals 
could incite “even to murder” 
without fear of punishment.

“Well, something so surprising 
might change my mind,” she said, 

Then she was asked what she, 
as the daughter of the President 
of a great republic, thought about 
kings and royalty. 

United States embassy officials 
who boarded the liner America 
at Southampton to greet Mar- 
garet were jittery about that 
question; but she was ready with 

a diplomatic answer: 

“The different peoples must 
decide that for themselves, and 


royalty, of course, is your own 
business.” 

“Will you curtsy to the King?” 
was the next question. 

“T shall do what’s proper,” she 
said. 

Margaret will*be in Britain un- 
til June 11 and then go to the 
Continent for the rest of a six- 
week vacation. ; 

She said she is eager to see 
everything—just everything, and 
knows she won’t come anywhere 
near doing it. 

“All father really suggested 
was that I ought to see a lot of 
cathedrals,” she remarked. 

She doesn’t know whether she 
will see Winston Churchill, but 
said she would be happy if she 
had a chance to meet him. 

She could tell Britain’s ex- 
Prime Minister about his daugh-

Evidence of the trend toward centralized 
management is found in a variety of sources. 
It includes: 

The report three months ago of the 
President's Water Resources Policy Com- 
mission, which urged establishment of of- 
ficially created basin commissions, cover- 
ing all of continental United States. 

Recent establishment of an official com- 
mission to set up an interstate compact in 
the Columbia river basin, which would 
create a new agency with positive although 
limited power to deal with water. This 
commission has just begun te work. 

The investigation by the Council of State 
Governments, sponsored by the Missouri 
River States Committee, looking toward 
recommendation of an official agency to 
handle the Missouri basin. This investiga- 
tion is under way. One possibility is a 
proposal for an interstate compact with 
broader powers than those contemplated 
for the Columbia valley. 

The spread in recent years of organized 
movements for development of various 
major basins indicates a realization of the 
need to proceed along basin-wide lines. As 
these movements have progressed, it has 
been found that stronger authorization— 
in other words, centralized control—inevit- 
ably arises for consideration. Indeed, the 
more recently organized movements have 
been given positive power by federal law 
for purposes of making preliminary studies. 
A DEFINITE TREND to river valley re- 

gionalism has developed in the United 
States—the handling of resource problems 
within the natural * boundaries of principal 
drainage areas. River valley regionalism is 
as old as the nation and the world in one 
sense. In its modern connotation it is essen- 
tially a mid-twentieth-century device. Early 
culture followed the rivers because they 
were the landmarks and the means of trans- 
portation. The current movement recognizes 
major watersheds—that is, valleys or basins— 
as logical areas for unified action. This 
movement has gained momentum § since 
World War II. ‘Indeed, it is encompassing 
a large portion of the country now. In many 
important respects it has gone farther in the 
Missouri basin, stretching across a sixth of 
the nation from St. Louis to the northern 
Rockies, than in any other region except the 
Tennessee valley. 

Basins where principal activities are under 
way are as follows: 

The Tennessee valley, where the 18-year- 
old TVA has carried out and is continuing 
to expand an extensive program of re- 

source development. 

The Missouri, where the unofficial Mis- 
souri Basin Interagency Committee is co- 
ordinating a huge multi-purpose program. 

The Columbia, where a similar commit- 
tee is set up as co-ordinator of an impor- 
tant but far less ambitious program. 


The Arkansas-White-Red, where an in- 
teragency committee is developing a mul- 
tiple-purpose plan under congressional au- 
thority. 

The New England-New York area, with 
a planning setup generally comparable to 
that for the Arkansas-White-Red. 


The Colorado, where there is an inter- 
state compact agency with specialized 
functions over the water resource. 

The great Central Valley of California, 
where the federal Bureau of Reclamation 
has a far-reaching scheme of development, 
which has been blocked repeatedly. 

The Delaware, where an organization 
familiarly known as Incodel, state-domi- 
nated, is backing water resource projects; 
it will be surprising if Incodel does not 
eventually seek federal aid. 

At the moment, the interagency method of 
voluntary co-ordination is going strong. The 
various interagency committees consist of d-s- 
ignated representatives of appropriate fed- 
eral agencies and of the states in the respec- 
tive basins. A new tendency toward inter- 
basin contact is developing, indicating a move 
toward strengthening river valley regional- 
ism. The first joint meeting of two inter- 
agency committees, those for the Missouri 
and the Columbia, was held at Bozeman, 
Mont., 10 days ago. Next month the Missouri 
committee will meet immediately after a ses- 

sion of the Arkansas-White-Red committee at 
‘Grand Lake, Colo. 

TVA, a government corporation managed 
by a regional board under the control of 
Congress, is the forerunner of the American 
system of valley regionalism. It is a “strong” 
authority but in spite of the efforts of many 
critics there has been no showing that it 
threatened the sovereignty of the states or 
the overthrow of the republic. 

It has been the pattern for the proposed 
Missouri Valley Authority (MVA) and Colum- 
bia Valley Authority (CVA). The MVA and 
CVA bills have been written in broad terms, 
and advocates of the status quo, under the 
banner of private enterprise, have raised a 
hue and cry against them. The support for 
these proposals has been concentrated in lib- 
eral circles. Although some able politicians 


have espoused them, there has been no vig- 
orous political backing. Meanwhile, the in- 
teragency method has been forging ahead in 
these two great basins, which together cover 
a quarter of the nation. 

MVA, as heretofore conceived, is dead. 
The perennial bill for it has not even been 
introduced in the current session of Con- 
gress. The ence lively Regional Committee 
for MVA is dead. 

Informed persons from the Co!'umbia basin 
have told the Post-Dispatch that CVA is the 
same as dead, the victim of opposing politi- 
cal philosophies of liberalism and conserva- 
tism. 

THE MISSOURI BASIN Interagency plan 
is an amalgamation of physical projects of 
the Army Engineers, the Bureau of Reclama-

In the Colum- 
bia basin the Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation each has a plan, and 
some effort has been made in the direction of 
co-ordinating them, while the Agriculture 
Department is still working on its plan. 

There has b*en, repeated open discussion 
among Missouri Interagency members of the 
question whether a centralized authority is 
needed. Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska, 
chairman of the Missouri River States Com- 
mittee, is one of those who is convinced some 
single authoritative water master will be 
needed when the active operational stage is 
reached within a few years. Peterson has 
suggested the use of an interstate compact to 
achieve an agency with legal powers. 
UNDERLYING ISSUES in this movement 
for centralized control of the valley regions 
center on contests for two kinds of power— 
power meaning pc-itico-economic control, and 
pewer meaning the huge present and poten- 
tial public resources in hydro-electric gener- 
ation to provide current for a growing, pro- 
gressing nation. 

Foes of strong central authority, acting 
under the conservative label, object bitterly 
to the possibility that existing forms of politi- 
cal administration may be upset. 

The question of electric power is foremost 
in much of the debate, for it is a big re- 
source; offering much tempting profit under 
private control. The maneuvering over elec- 
tricity stands out especially in the Columbia 
basin, site. of tremendous hydro-electric 
power, actual and potential. Such maneuver- 
ing is growing rapidly in the Missouri valley, 
as new public power plants are being rushed 
to completion. Electric power is only one 
of the much-talked-about multiple purposes 
of valley development, but the fight between 
“public power” and “private enterprise” 
threatens to overshadow other considerations.

OFFICIALS HERE are weighing the 
chances of settlement in Korea. The news 
is bright, and after a year of alternate ad- 
vance-and-retreat cycles the military now ap- 
pears to be set to advance, if it can, to the 
narrow wasp-waist line across Korea above 
the thirty-ninth parallel, which could be 
firmly defended once forces dug into the 
favorable terrain. There is considerable hope 
the UN troops will battle up there and pro- 
duce a period of relative stability. 

On the other hand, the world shows no 
signs of calming down. The Iran oil tank 
may catch fire. The Communist Viet Minh 
have started a new offensive against the 
French in Indochina, Tibet has fallen into 
Communist hands and even in Korea no 
absolute Communist collapse has occurred. 
Chinese man-power reserves are vast and the 
prospect is for continued conflict, involving 
economic or naval blockade, though some 
sudden agreement is always possible. Ad- 
ministration officials would be glad to get 
the breathing space of a negotiated peace 
though well aware that almost any possible 
agreement would be termed “appeasement” 
by opposition groups. 

Military leaders have their own reason for 
being willing to slow rearmament to some 
degree. There is always some later, better 
weapon just on the point of development be- 
fore going into mass production. No illusions 
exist over Russian capacity, though many 
civilians were shocked by Gen. Vandenberg’s 
flat disclosure that Moscow now possesses a 
better jet airplane engine, in actual produc- 
tion, than has been produced with all Ameri- 
ca’s assembly lines.

FOREIGNERS FIND GREAT DRAMA in 
this situation.

Investigating 
Red ‘Slavery’ 
The U.N. Receives Evidence 
That Forcéd Labor Is an 


Important Economic Fact 
Behind the Iron Curtain.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., June 2. 


LAVERY follows the red flag. ‘A tri- 
S bunal conducted this week at Brus- 

sels, Belgium, by the International 
Commission Against Concentration Camp 
Regimes, underscored in dramatic fash- 
ion the identical conclusion reached by 
United Nations delegates investigating 
forced labor conditions throughout the 
world. 

Harrowing evidence of suffering, from sur- 
vivors of Russian penal colonies, supported 
indictments of the Soviet Union as a “slave 
state” which brutally imposes economic serf- 
dom as part of national policy. The Inter- 
national Commission is an unofficial organ- 
ization representing about 100,000 Europeans 
formerly Nazi work camp inmates. Its spon- 
sors have vowed to expose the degrading 
practice where ever it exists. 

In less sensational manner but with equal 
repugnance 15 members of the U.N. Eco- 
nomic and Social Council earlier voted after 
long inquiry to conduct a United Nations in- 
vestigation of slave labor. The action, di- 
rected chiefly at Iron Curtain countries, was 
opposed in the U. N. only. by the Soviet 
Union, Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


The U. N. directed Secretary General 
Trygve Lie to appoint an impartial five- 
nation committee to measure the extent of 
forced labor systems employed for “politi- 
cal coercion or punishment on such scale 
as to constitute an important element in 
the economy of a given country... .” 

Conservative estimates produced during 
the recent debate on the resolution at San- . 
tiago, Chile, were that from 2,000,000 to 
3,000,000 Russians were in bondage. Others 
placed the hapless population at 20,000,000. 
Middle-grounders calculated that from 
5,000,000 to 7,000,000 Iron-Curtain workers 
have been impressed for arduous duty and 
confined in labor camps by the dread MVD. 

“In the years after the war NKVD, now 
MVD, has maintained its economic functions 
especially in the field of capital construc- 
tion,” the American spokesman, Walter Kot- 
schnig, told delegates. “It is no coincidence 
that the leading engineers of some of the 
most important power, railroad and canal 
projects of recent years are well. known 

forced labor specialists spawned by the 
}OGPU, the NKVD and the MVD.” 


SOVIET LABOR SLAVES are recruited 
chiefly from the ranks of those whom the 
Kremlin considers political dissidents and 
therefore, “criminals,” it was disclosed by 
ocuments and affidavits of former labor 
acamp yictims. 

| Convicts include former kulaks or small 
land owners; middle-class non-conformists;

With construction costs mounting 
ever higher and the would-be home 
builder even more puzzled about where 
to get the cash to pay for a new house, 
it would seem high time to make a con- 
centrated effort to eliminate the mean-

practices. 

A recent study by the American Pub- 
lic Health Association outlines many of 
the entirely needless features that must 
be built into today’s new house. The 
study indicates that these expensive 
but worthless features cost the home- 
buying public at least one billion dol- 
lars a year, or enough to build 100,000 
houses at $10,000 each. 

While archaic codes, based on mate- 
rials standards a half-century or more 
old and not contemplating new tech- 
niques or components, are probably 
responsible for the bulk of this waste, 
not an inconsiderable portion must be 
assigned to labor union make-work 
rules, which frequently are supported 
more or less openly by contractors. 
This situation is by no means confined 
to construction of homes; the propor- 
tion of supernumeraries built into com- 
mercial construction is at least as high. 

‘How about turning the Post-Dispatch’s 
guns on obsolete building codes and 
make-work practices? This would cer- 
tainly be in keeping with your “Pro- 
gress or Decay?” campaign. St. Louis 
could use its share of those 100,000 
-homes a year.

Defense and State Departments agreed 
completely that American military force could 
not be committed to the defense of Formosa. 
At one stage Defense proposed military aid 
short of an American commitment. State op- 
posed this, with President Truman’s backing, on 
the ground that it could net then succeed. In- 
telligence indicated that the Reds could probably 
capture Formosa ne matter what we did. 

Therefore the State Department sent out a 
directive to its information officers telling them 
what to say if Formosa did fall. The spokesmen 
were told to minimize fhe event, to discount any 
special military significance of Formosa, to 
acknowledge China’s claims to the island, to 
stress American desire to avoid entanglement 
in a long stalemate or open war with China. 
The public attitude our Government was to take 
if Formosa fell differed markedly from the atti- 
tude it did take sv long as the island was with- 
held from the Communists. 

Publishing this document does not prove that 
Secretary Acheson is or was an appeaser. What 
it does show is that the United States, like 
other nations, does not always say what it 
means; that we adopt attitudes for propaganda 
purposes which do not reflect the attitudes of our 
policy; that our “campaign of truth” is some- 
thing less than what it claims to be. 

What possible satisfaction the Senate investi-

. world we cannot imagine. In their anxiety to

Those who consult the best crystal balls and 
Ouija boards in matters electoral are worried.

R. G.. Soderstrom, president of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Labor, in opposition to the city man- 
ager enabling bill which is in the Illineis Senate 
after 90-to-19 passage by the House. 

Addressing the “chief executives of Illinois 
municipalities,’ Mr. Soderstrom calls on them 
to fight the bill as opening the way for “an 
undesirable and pestiferous municipal setup.” 
The city manager plan, so the Illinois AFL 
president says, is “toe much like the ancient 
scheme of cloaking tyranny in the forms of 
law and legality.” 

If this is a sample of Mr. Soderstrom in offi- 
cial action, it may well be wondered how the 
AFL in Illinois gets along.

There’s no doubt about it, the American 
people today would rather be entertained 
than bothered about hard questions of 
conduct or stimulated to exacting perform- 
ance. Who wouldn’t? But we, 
alone in the world, have the option. 


Poor Climate for Thinkers 


In fact, the point of the present discus- 
sion is to say that there is a definite con- 
nection -between the colossal mass-adver- 
tising-and-escape-from-reality mechanism 
of the United States and the recent scan- 
dals which have so shocked us and puzzled 
mankind. Both can be viewed most rea- 
sonably as separate fruits of the same 
thing, which is our relatively easy living. 
We have, as the analysts call it, an econ- 
omy of abundance, in the midst of world 
scarcity. 

The stern moralist and serious thinker 
cannot but find this abundance a very un- 
favorable climate to work in. 

People doubtless feel outraged still at 
the lack of decent housing, at the cynical 
favors that those in power confer on their 
relatives and friends, at the insecurity of 
mankind. But they seem able to get hold 
of a second-hand jalopy, at least, an elec- 
tric washing machine for a few dollars 
down payment, and to locate a program or 
a film that will put their troubles right 
out of their heads. 

If one were not an American at all, with 
our own self-forgiveness and confident un- 
derstanding, but were by chance an anxious 
onlooker without vestige of abundance. 
along the Trieste-Stettin line, or at Poona 
or Pohang, what would be the impression 
of these disclosures. which shocked us at 
home? Is this sort of American Way 
Life austere enough and elevated enough 
? catch the rest of the world’s imagina-

There is vitually no 
limit to the amount of air power 
that can be concentrated in this 
general strategic area. 

Tactically, however, Hong Kong 
is poorly suited for strategic air 
use, since its one major airfield, 
Kai Tak, is short and over- 
crowded. 

It looks as though we are back 
to the problem: Land Power ver- 
sus Sea Power, since air could in 
any reasonable possibility cancel 
out air. 

In terms of political and mili- 
tary probabilities, there are 
three ways in which the Chi- 
nese Communists, with Russia 
behind them, could change 
Hong Kong from a place name 
to the name of an historical in- 
cident: 

First, they could try to take 
Hong Kong by outright mili- 
tary attack.

Second, they could attack 
Hong Kong by means of both 
land forces and a violent fifth- 
column eftort within the colony. 

Third, they could try to take 
Hong Kong without firing a 
| shot, by closing every Chinese

anybody which had ever touched 

Hong Kong, while at the same 

time promoting passive general 

strikes within the city. 

Let us @xamine these one by 
| one. 


| Major All-out Attack. 

_ Chu Teh, as commander in chief 
of the Chinese Communist mili- 
tary forces, could launch a major 
attack on Hong Kong. The colony 
would fall only if the British 
were so preoccupied elsewhere 
that they could not pour in naval 


forcements: given the present-day 
situation, outright Communist at- 
‘tack would be made only if the 
Communists actually desired an 
incident without too much expec- 
tation of victory, since the British 
could, and undoubtedly would, 
reinforce Hong Kong. 

As things stand now, in 1951, a 
real Chinese attack on Hong Kong 
| might lead to a repetition of the 
|boners pulled by the Politburo in 
‘Korea. If they want to fight 
without a victory, they can cer- 
‘tainly have a fight. But the’ 
Chinese land forces, short of a 
major international war, could 
not get past the existing garri- 
son, plus the militia, plus British 
naval gunfire, plus British land 
reinforcements coming up rapidly 
from Malaya, plus the Australians 
and New Zealanders and other 
Commonwealth troops who could 
| be rushed to Hong Kong. 

Outright attack could convert 
Hong Kong into a Pusan or Anzio. 
For it to fall, the British force 
would have to fight without hope 
‘of reinforcement and the British 
navy would have to be tied up 
elsewhere. 

Do the Communists want a 
fight without a victory? This is 
not sound military doctrine in

On the other 
hand, the British police would 
be fairly hard to fool. The Brit- 
ish are not latecomers to the field 
of espionage. They probably know 
'as much about the Communists 
‘as the Communists know about 
them. 

_ If the Communists began to re- 
cruit a fifth column to destroy 
the wicked British in Hong Kong, 
it would be entirely possible that 
the wicked British would send 
loyal British subjects (who merely 
happen to be Chinese by race and 
language) into the fifth column 
to blow it up in the other direc- 
tion. 

The Communists would have to 
‘do a superlative job of secrecy 
‘and organization in order to out- 
smart the British at undercover 
| operations. 

The British have no intention 
of harming Communist China. 
This is obvious; since they have 
recognized Mao’s regime and are 
trying to do business at the same 
old stand in Hong Kong. This 
‘does not mean that the British 
‘are boobies. Their business-as- 
usual policy has simply been ap- 
plied to “one more Chinese gov- 
ernment.” To do business as 


‘Thermopylae. If Chinese — ‘usual they need Hong Kong. 


Thus, though they never plan to 
conquer China, they have always 
planned to defend Hong Kong. 

And they would do it, too. 

The Third Device. 

The third device—a really cold 
war—could kill Hong Kong with- 
out a shot being fired. When the 
Nationalists and Communists 
were working together against 
British, American, and Japanese 
imperialism in the years 1922- 
1927, the Chinese revolutionary 
leaders at Canton proclaimed a 
general strike in Hong Kong. The 
strike was so severe that Hong 
Kong was a virtually dead city 
until the Chinese decided that 
they had more to win by concen- 
trating their efforts in the Yangtze 
Valley rather than by forcing the 
British to a showdown in the 
south. 

If a Red China really meant it 
and could outstare, outbluff, and 
outlast the British empire. 

Method Used in Berlin. 

I am not telling the Commu- 
nists anything they don’t know 
when I write this. The Commu- 
nists have already tried this tech- 
nique. After all, wasn’t this the 
method they used in blockading 
the democratic sectors of Berlin? 
Wouldn't they have won except 
for the airlift? 

It might take a long time to 
win the third way, a year, five 
years, ten years. Perhaps the Chi- 
nese Communist regime is not 
sure of its own capacity to hold 
out for the long strangling of 
Hong Kong. It would be humiliat- 
ing to start the blackmail of Hong 
Kong and then to have to back 
down on it. 

An outright attack on Hong 
Kong would give the Communists 
a fight, but it probably would not 
give them Hong Kong. Would you 
say 1000 to 1 against? 10,000 to 1 
against? Attack plus sabotage, so 
as to take both peninsula and is- 
land before the British could get 
in reinforcements to hold them. 
Add the factor that the British 
probably have good counter-intel- 
ligence and counter - sabotage. 
Would you then figure these odds 
at 10,000 to 1? 

But the really cold war, the 
utterly silent economic war? 
Would you say 1 to 1—some day? 
Hong Kong might fall in a few 
years. It may outlast both Red 
China and Red Russia. The Brit- 
ish have a very extraordinary 
knack for surviving other people’s 
political ambitions.

There is already speculation as 
to how long he will undergo the 
unfriendly questions from his 
Republican attackers before he 
loses his temper. He has some- 
times embarrassed his friends 
and harmed his own cause by 
showing impatience in such cir- 
cumstances in the past. 
Moreover, in the present situ- 
ation he has very few friends in 
the sense of stanch defenders. 
Added to those Republicans who 
have long demanded his resigna- 
tion are a growing number of 
Democrats who regard him as 
politically expendable and have 
—rather more quietly than the 
Republicans — suggested that he 
be relieved of his post. 

These troubles only begin the 
list of his handicaps, which are 
an odd mixture of’ private and 
personal qualities and public and 
historic questions. They are 
compounded of such things as 
his stiff formality on official oc- 
casions like the present one, and 
his pre-Korean attitude toward 
Formosa; of his sharp wit, and 
the question of his responsibility, 
whatever it may be, for the loss 
of China to the Communists; his 
impatience with minds less sharp 
than his own, and the fact that 
he once refused to “turn my 
back” on Alger Hiss. 

Dogged by Handicaps. 
President Truman recently 
called Acheson one of this na- 
tion’s great Secretaries of State, 
but his handicaps have been 
working against him from the 
first months after he took office 
in January 1949.

Walker’s story. 

Mildred Walker writes effi- 
ciently and competently of the 
aloneness that old age can 
bring, but she lacks the per- 
ception and the imagination 
that are necessary to make her 
83-year-old lady a living person, 
heroic in her tenacity and 
spirit. Marcia Elder remains 
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to the last a pitiful old lady, a 
lump of unmolded clay, that 
the author vainly tries to bring 
to life.

So when 
the Colonel descends on Tobiki 
for an inspection it really looks 
bad for the artless captain. 

After being taken to the tea 
house with its tinkling bamboo 
gongs, its lotus gazing pool and 
general air of tranquility the 
Colonel, however, begins to re- 
lent. And at the end he is 
planning to remove his head- 
quarters to one of the apart- 
ments in the teahouse. He 
thinks it would improve his 
outlook.

(GUAN FRANCISCO is one of 
G tne “story cities” of the 

world. For more than a cen- 
tury, regiments of writers have 
found rich material for their 
pens, typewriters and imagina- 
tions in the careers of the 
rogues, rascals, empire builders, 
opportunists and adventurers 
whose deeds and misdeeds con- 
tributed so generously to the 
flavor and color of this robust 
cosmopolis by the Golden Gate. 

The authors of this newest 
addition to the bulging bibli- 
ography of San Franciscana 
clearly recognize that the heart 
and soul of a magic city are 
not visible in concrete and steel, 
brick and mortar or lumber and 
nails, but rather in the lives 
and dreams of flesh and blood 
people. 

In “Cable Car Carnival,” the 
pen of Lucius Beebe and the 
camera selections of Charles 
Clegg, effectively capture some 
of the effervescent vitality of 
San Francisco and its lords of 
creation from 1871, when An- 
drew Hallidie operated his first 
cable car, through the gay 
nineties and the gaudy early 
decades of the twentieth cen- 
tury. However, they leap off 
the rails of fact when they 
leave the kings of the Comstock 
Lode and the nabobs of Nob 
Hill and tackle the more recent 
past.

ABLE cars are a somewhat 
((contzoversia subject in San 

Francisco. The manage- 
ment of the Municipal Railway 
contends that they are archaic 
and costly, and should be 
scrapped in favor of more mod- 
ern transportation. Before 
such a program could be exe- 
cuted, the friends of the pic- 
turesque hill-climbers rallied to 
the defense of the “dinkies.” 
With Mrs. Hans Klussmann, a 
doctor’s wife, as their Joan of 
Are, they placed an initiative 
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measure on the ballot, and suc- 
ceeded in voting into the city 
charter a firm declaration that 
the cable cars must be retained. 
Messrs. Beebe and Clegg, 
obviously in love with the cable 
cars, have rewritten recent San 
Francisco political history to 
suit their prejudices. To hear 
them tell it, former Mayor Rog- 
er Lapham was driven from 
office because he heartlessly 
proposed to doom the cable 
cars, and sneered at their advo- 
cates by driving a horsedrawn 
streetcar down Market street. 
The facts are that Lapham, who 
is now. chief of the American 
economic mission to Greece, 
was a shipping magnate who 
proclaimed on his first day in 
office that he would not seek 
re-election, and he drove a 
horsecar only to dramatize the 
need for a $20,000,000 bond 
issue to modernize the city’s 
creaking transit system.

is hailed by the authors as a 
warm-hearted friend of the 
cable cars.

The method, of course, has 
its limitations, for one is never 
sure that all the facts have fil- 
tered through the screen of 
Soviet censorship and secrecy. 
Mr. Schwartz bravely sets out, 
for example, to assess the sig- 
nificance of prison labor in 
Russia, but in the end has to 
fall back on the generality that 
“any satisfactory discussion can- 
not be prepared in the outside 
world because of the great pau- 
city of basic information.”

shows a Russia which is 

relatively poor by Western 
standards but which has made 
tremendous strides despite the 
handicap of Communism. Since 
1914 it has increased coal out- 
put nine times, steel six times, 
oil four times and electric pow- 
er 45 times. A Russian who is 
on the inside looking out may 
well consider that he has not 
done so badly*after all, in 
terms of national achievement. 
His bad luck is that the Soviet 
system has devoted so great a 
portion of its output to capital 
outlay or military expenditure 
that relatively little of this 
progress has reached the indi- 
vidual in the form of consumer 
goods.

The Com- 
munist leaders have issued de- 
crees threatening severe penal- 
ties, including death, to any 
soldier found with one of the 
United Nations psychological leaf- 
lets or “surrender passes” in his 
possession. 

But nevertheless the surrender 
passes have been used by many 
of the thousands of Communist 
troops who have come into Allied 
lines and, according to McClure, 
prisoners say that “thousands of 
Communists have secreted sur- 
render passes awaiting the op- 
portunity to throw down their 
arms.” 

The P.W. program “has over- 
come a conviction held by most 
Communist troops earlier in the 
campaign that prisoners would be 
mistreated or killed by United 
Nations captors.” 

400,000,000 Leaflets Spread. 
More than 400,000,000 leaflets 
have been spread throughout Ko- 
rea by a variety of means, includ- 
ing dropping them from planes 


2 and firing them into enemy lines 
g|in artillery shells. Along with the 
6jleaflet technique goes a radio 


broadcast effort, with programs 
beamed from stations in Tokyo 
and in South Korea. 
McClure commented in connec- 
tion with prisoner interrogations 
that “most Chinese Communist 
soldiers in Korea are surprised 
to find they are ‘volunteers’ in 
Korea.” Then he added: 
“The average Chinese Com- 
munist soldier feels trapped. In 
many cases he was formerly a 
member of the Chinese National- 
ist army now fighting for the 
Chinese Communist army, who 
now sees no possible avenue of 
escape from continuous warfare. 
We are attempting to offer him 
something concrete in.the form 
of relief from the rigors of war 
and possible rehabilitation.”

4. Remind the enemy of the 
slim chance of adequate medical 
care by his army if he is wounded 
and promise him such care if he 
surrenders. 

5. Tell the Red soldier of the 
confiscation of food frcm his fam- 
ily in China by the Chinese Com- 
munist Government for shipment 
elsewhere.

CZECH REDS SAID

FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
2 (AP)—The official American 
newspaper Neue Zeitung said to- 
day that Communist-ruled Czech- 
oslovakia had invented the “con- 
centration monastery” to break

GREEKS BUILDING 
CRETE BASE BIG U.S. 
BOMBERS COULD USE 


The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch

. ATHENS, June 2—An air base 
capable of accommodating long- 
range bombers of the United 
States Air Force is under con- 
struction with American aid at 
Timbaki on the Greek island of 


Crete, it is reported here. 

Like another project planned 
for American bombers on the 
British island of Cyprus, also in 
the eastern Mediterranean, the 
Crete field is roughly 1500 miles 
from Moscow and the same dis- 
tance from the Baku oil fields of 
Russia.

Like That for Marion. 
EVERAL baseball fans, who 
S like to manage from the 
grandstand and _ criticize 
managers, have remarked fre- 
quently this season that they 
admired the way Marty Marion 

was handling his pitchers. 
“That Eddie Dyer always 
waited until all the horses were 
gone or on their way before 
locking the door,” the comment 
has been. “Now Marion doesn’t 


do that. He gets a pitcher out 
of there and a new one in while 


the game still can be saved.. 


- That’s the way I like to see a 
manager handle his pitchers.” 


Well, it’s the old, old story. 
If you win, you’re a good man- 
ager. If your relief pitcher 

' gtops the enemy, it’s brainy 
managing. But if you lose, or if 
your relief pitcher is whacked, 
it’s different. Therefore, if a 
team loses, through a season, or 
several seasons, he becomes a 
bad manager, although he was 
all right for a year or more, 
because then he was winning. 

Marion ran into one of the 
most difficult situations in the 
game at Philadelphia Friday 
night. Gerry Staley was doing 
all right. He was stopping the 
Phillies so effectively that there 
was no action in the Cardinal 
bullpen. Then Staley retired 
the first two batters in the 
seventh inning, to set up the 
most difficult situation that can 
face a manager. 

With two out and nobody 
warming up, Gran Hamner and 
Andy Seminick doubled. All 
right, what would you have 
done? Staley had been a good 
pitcher. He’s a fairly stout fel- 
low. There was no good reason 
to believe that so strong aman 
would suddenly lose his stuff. 
And besides, one more out was 
all Gerry needed to end the 
inning. 

Second-Guess Advantage, 
No Crystal Ball Needed. 

FTER the Phils had made 

A tre inning good for five 

runs, it was easy to decide 
that Marion had permitted Sta- 
ley to stay in there too long. 

But Marion had no crystal ball 
when he hoped that Staley 
would be able to get that third 
man out. And that, of course, is 
the advantage the manager has 
when he sits in the grandstand. 

Marion’s strategy was all 
right at the moment. Staley, 
the way he had been pitching, 
even after the two doubles, 
made by batters likely to dou- 
ble against anybody, seemed to 
be a safer bet than anybody in 
the bull pen. And the grand- 
stand managers, had they been 
sitting with Marion in the bull- 
pen, probably would have 
agreed with Marion, had they 
been called into conference. 

And if you think Marion has 
a problem, consider the plight 
of Zack Taylor. Marion has Sta- 
ley, Poholsky, Presko and pos- 
sibly Munger, likely to give him 
a fairly well-pitched game. If 
Pollet were in form, with Bre- 
cheen and Brazle and Wilks 
available for spots and relief, 
Marion would have fair pitch- 
ing wealth. So, be lenient with 
your second guessing if pitch- 
ing changes don’t go too well 
with the Brownie manager. Old 
Zack has a real problem.

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-FTEN I think that the pleasantest hours come at dusk, 
these early summer evenings.

@ WE SPENT three hours the other morning hiking over 
the farm with Jack Stanford of the Conservation Commission, 
who helped us lay out and plant our first wildlife plot just 
four years ago this month. Jack is a skilled wildlife biologist 
and our outstanding expert in Missouri on the bob-white. 
During the last season or so, we've suspected that while our 
small waste areas given over to wildlife were providing fine

and then for a temporary kick. 
They didn’t even snort the horse 
any more. Snorting the horse 
means sniffing it up your nose, 
which is strictly for beginners. 

They were main-liners. This 
meant they carried their hypos in 
their pockets and shot the stuff 
directly into the main artery of 
the arm—the main line. One of 
them had even been a pusher for 
a while. A pusher is a person 
who peddles the stuff to others. 
But he had to give up pushing. 
He was using up so much of 
his own wares, he couldn't make 
any money. 

These two boys, both from New 
York City, are in the United 
States Public Health Service 
Hospital here at Lexington to 
“kick” the habit. The hospital, 
founded in 1935: solely for the 
treatment of narcotic addiction, 
is one of two such Government 
hospitals; the other is at Fort 
Worth, *Texas. 


There was a time, and not véry 
long ago, when a couple of 16- 
year-olds would have created 
something of a stir in this insti- 
tution, but not any more. Today, 
as a matter of fact, the teen- 
agers make up more than 18 per 
cent of the hospital’s population 
and their number is growing. 
Since some 4000 addicts pass 
through the hospital each year, 
this means close to 800 addicts 
under 21 years of age. Until 1947, 
less than three per cent were un- 
der 21, and most of those were 
in their late teens. 


This sharp increase reflects the 
alarming rise in the use of nar- 
cotics by teen-agers all over the 
country, particularly in the larger 
cities, and even more particularly 
in New York and Chicago where 
there is evidence of an organized 
plan to increase the fiendish traf- 
fic in drugs by getting them 
“hooked” while they’re young. 

No one knows how many teen- 
age addicts there are in New 
York alone. Estimates by officers 
and social workers run all the 
way from 5000 to as high as 30,- 
000. | 

Some idea of its prevalence 
may be gained from the attitude 
of the two boys. When I ques- 
tioned them about the use of

IRTUALLY every teen-ager 
V who comes to the hospital 
started on marijuana, and the 
two boys, whose names are Bill 
and Jeff, were no exceptions. 

“I was 13 years old when I 
started smoking reefers ‘(mari- 
juana),” Bill, son of a baker and 
one of four children, told me. “I 
got started smoking them when a 
friend offered me one at a dance. 
Nearly all the guys smoked them. 
I got high on reefers. I kept on 
smoking them until after I was 
14 years old. That was when I 
took my first shot (heroin). It 


the first thing I knew I was 
hooked, 

“About six months went by, and 
I realized I was hooked good. 
Yeah, sure I was worried. I was 
getting skinny. I couffin’t eat. I

O kick the habit means to lose 
it. To do it cold turkey means 
to stop it just like that, as op- — 


posed to the tapering off process. 

“I stuck it out for a day, but 
I couldn’t take it. Pretty soon 
I quit school. I had gotten to 
third year high. But it got so I 
couldn’t pay attention. I'd go on 
the nod.” To go on the nod is 
to reach the drowsy, withdrawn 
state which follows the initial re- 
action of well-being after taking 
a shot of heroin. 

“I was in a club called the 
Tims. The name didn’t mean any- 
thing. I don’t know how it got 
to be called that. It was just a 
bunch of fellows that would hang 
around and sometimes go danc- 
ing. Nearly all of them were on 
drugs. Most of them got busted.” 

To get busted, Bill explained, 
means to get arrested and con- 
victed. The arrests usually were 
for thievery. One of the first 
problems which confronts a 
youngster with no income is get- 
ting money with which to buy 
heroin. | 

“How much it costs depends on 
how big a habit you got,” Bill 
said. “Capsules, supposed to be 
a grain, used to be six bits. Now 
they’re a dollar, dollar and a half. 
And the stuff they're selling now 
ain’t worth shooting up. Most you 
get is about 1 per cent heroin. 
Rest is milk sugar. 

“It was costing me about $10 a 
day to keep going. Money was a 
daily problem. If you _ don’t 
have the money, you go out and 
steal. Steal anything. Some guys 
push it to get dough. I pushed it 
for one week. I made no money. 
Shot up all I had.” 

Most narcotic addicts want to 
stop the habit. But few of them 
want to go through what it takes 
to do it. They sometimes try to 
stop by themselves. But when 
their nerves start screaming and 
the sickness comes, they start 
looking for a source of supply. 

As Bill had said, he tried to 
stop by himself, but it was no go. 
Then one day he went to see a 
friend who had “got busted” and 
was in jail. The friend told him 
about a new organization called 
Narcotics Anonymous. Bill went 
there. 

“One of the first things they 
told me,” he said, “was that I 
had to be honest with everyone 
including my parents. And that 
I should go home and tell them I 
had,the habit. I did. They knew 
something was wrong with me. I 
was always on the nod, and 
couldn't eat, and was getting thin. 
They told me to come here and 
get the cure. I'm going home 
next week.” ; 

Bill is confident now that he 
has the “monkey” off his back. 
Only time will tell. The hospital

awards, but it also contains half 
a dozen failures, many of them 
staggering setbacks that would 
have discouraged a man of lesser 
determination. 


“But if there’s one thing I've 
learned, it’s that success doesn’t 
come about by magic,” says Rus- 
sell. “It comes about through 
work and if you're willing to 
work and have faith you can 
reach any goal you choose.” 


Russell chose his goal early in 
life. He recalls when he was 10 
a minister friend of the family 
asked his cousin and him what 
they wanted to be when they grew 
up. The cousin wanted to be a 
cowboy. Young Frank said he 
wanted to be a successful busi- 
ness man, 

“I remember,” Russell recalls 
now, “that he said to us, ‘Boys, 
let me give you a little tip. Have 
your dreams, enjoy your dreams, 
and when you've decided they’re 
the dreams: you’d like to come 
true, be willing to go through hell 
and all to make them come true.” 

Russell’s independence also be- 
gan early in life. His father died 
(as happened to many a fictional 
Horatio Alger hero) when he was 
a youngster and rather than be 
dependent on other members of 
the family and accept their dic- 
tates, he decided to be on his 
own, 

“I started to work to earn 
money like all young American 
kids,” he says, “on a paper route, 
in a grocery store, clerking and 
delivering. And, of course, I still 
had time for a little baseball and 
football. During the summers, I 
worked, first as a messenger boy 
for Postal Telegraph and then as 
a bellhop at a summer resort in 
Put-in-Bay, Ohio, the historic 
place where the battle of Lake 
Erie was won.” 

Bellhopping, he soon discovered, 
was “just like any business. You 
get out of it what you put into 
it.” He put enough into it that 
he had occasional windfalls like 
the night he garnered $27 in tips, 
at a time when $27 was a lot of 
money. He ran into a snag only 
once. That was when he decided 
to venture into a cleaning and 
pressing service at the hotel and 
in his zeal to please one of his 
customers, washed a pair of white 
flannel trousers, shrinking them 
to half their size. But even that 
taught him a lesson, he insists: 
know your business thoroughly. 

When he was 17, Russell bor- 
rowed some money due him at 
a later age from his father’s es- 
tate, and bought a one third ih- 
terest in the hotel, that is, the 
ownership of furnishings and lease 
to the building. 

“We were successful,” he re- 
lates, “but the building was old 


and we couldn’t get the owners 
to make any repairs so when our 
lease expired, we sold our in- 
terest. Then I became a whole- 
sale shoe peddler traveling North- 
ern Michigan for three years. 
When I saw I couldn’t get far at 
that job, I went into selling 
paint, and then opened a paint 
contracting business in -Grand 
Rapids. I went broke doing that. 
Painting contracts were bad credit 
risks at that time and I was too 
generous and trusted the wrong 
people. I thought everybody was 
honest. I left the paint business 
in 1924 after I’d paid all the 
many bills. I didn’t owe anybody 
but I had to start all over. 
oe 2" 
664% BORROWED $300 from my 
| mother to get into the in- 
sulation business. Through 


my paint acquaintances I knew of 


a company that had rock wool in- 
sulation. I acquired a contract as 
distributor and after building a 
sales organization in Toledo, 
was soon selling more in my 
county than they were selling in 
the rest of the state of Ohio. 
Full of enthusiasm, I made a trip 
to look at the plant and found 
it bankrupt and closed. My 
dreams of striking it rich van- 
ished. 

“Through friends I _ raised 
enough money to take over the 
company and get the national 
distributorship. But the organi- 
zation wasn’t strong, there were 
stockholder differences, and I re- 
signed from the company in 1926. 
I had moved to Kalamazoo but 
I left there to start all over, once 
again. 

“This time I decided to manu- 
facture my own product. I thought 
there were possibilities in the 
insulation business even though 
our profits up to that time had 
been meager, so I founded the 
Mineral Felt Co. of Toledo. We 
had a few prosperous years and 
then in 1929, a fire destroyed our 
plant and once again we started 
over. > 

“Soon we were in our new 
plant and things were going fine. 
Then in 1932, Toledo went through 
a series of local bank failures 
preceding the national bank fail- 
ures. One of the biggest banks 
in town went to the wall and 
closed. 

“Some of my biggest stockhold- 
ers and investors had holdings in 
that bank and were assessed 
double liability. One man who'd 
always bragged he'd leave his 
wife a million dollars left her 
a million dollars—in debt. All 
this had a demoralizing effect 
on our business. Difficulties arose 
and again I resigned, this time 
to take a position with the Stand- 
ard Lime and Stone Co. of Balti- 
more in 1932. Within four years,

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starting from scratch, we built 
up a business that represented 43 
per cent of the total volume of 
all companies in the home insula- 
tion field. 

“By 1937 I had accumulated 
some worldly goods. I was earn- 
ing $30,000 a year, had a nice 
cruiser, a good home. But after 
having started in business on my 
own at the age of 17 I wasn’t 
satisfied. An aunt of mine had 
once said to me, ‘Frank, you 
should be in business for your- 
self if it’s only a peanut stand. 
You'll never be happy working 
for anyone else; you're too ag- 
gressive’.” 

Recalling these words, he de- 
cided to form his own company 
and in 1937, Russell, his brother 
and eight others joined to incor- 
porate as the F. C. Russell In- 
sulation Co. 

“A few months later,” he con- 
tinues, “I was exhibiting an all- 
metal combination screen and 
storm sash, which is now known 
as oui; Rusco window. Having had 
experience as a home owner, I 
appreciated the product and took 
steps to get sales rights and pat- 
ent rights. But again I ran into 
trouble. The manufacturer turned 
out to be financially unsound and 
I had to raise money to help 
liquidate his business. 

“In 1938 I found myself the 
possessor of patents that were 
worth nothing because they hadn’t 
been proved, and exclusive sales 
and manufacturing rights to a 


wonderful product that again had ' 


not been proved. Used to oper- 
ating on a national scale, I moved 
too fast, and soon I was broke 
again. But this time nobody knew 
it but me, Before anyone found 
out, we had enough sales to make 
accounts payable, pay off credi- 
tors, and in one year we balanced 
three years of losses.”

our own product and that’s when 
things began to look up. 

“In 1941, our wholesale volume 
was $500,000.

“You don’t have ulcers when 
you’re happy,” he smiles. “While 
I work hard at my job, I also 
relax on my 1100-acre farm in 
Maryland where we raise Black 
Angus cattle. We have 300 feet 
of waterfront so I can sail and 
swim. I ride horses, don’t play 
golf, as perhaps an Alger figure 
should, mainly because there’s no 
time left with everything else I 
do.” 

Russell has a 12-year-old blonde 
daughter, Patricia Ann, who is 
“boy and girl in one,” expert at 
swimming and boating, and at 
age 11, the winner of the jumping 
championship finals among Mary- 
land riders up to the age of 18. 

His wife, mistress of a home 
that is now on the garden club 
tours in their region, was his sec- 
retary in the days when he went 
to work in Baltimore in 1932, and 
helped him build up the business 
there.

“When I was traveling, people 
would wonder how I could be in 
Baltimore and on the road at the 
same time because she handled 
my correspondence exactly the 
way I'd handle it. We've found 
teamwork pays off in family life 
as it does in business.” 


In his traveling nowadays, Rus-' 


sell moves swiftly around the 
country and commutes to his bus- 
iness in one of his three company 
planes. He spoke recently in St. 
Louis at a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon and that evening at 
6:30 he had a dinner date in 
Chestertown, Md. A private air 
strip on his estate helps him keep 
on schedule.

This country is 
a great one for people with am- 
bition, and these awards should 
remind students that it is indeed 
the land of opportunity.” 

Russell met his fellow winners 
at a luncheon in New York, and 
found them all to be very human, 
most of them simply “men who 
had done common things uncom- 
monly well.” 

“The difference between suc- 
cess and ordinary accomplish- 
ment,” he maintains, “is so fine 
it’s hard to identify. A few extra 
minutes of time and effort often 
make the difference between the 
great end the mediocre. But you 
have to be willing to assume re- 
sponsibility. You have to be will- 
ing to work. You can’t start in by 
being an executive and sitting at 
a big desk.” z

failures, and his refusal to be 
beaten. As proud as he is of his 
determination, however, he is 
equally proud of the fact that he 
never went bankrupt, even in 
time of trouble, never left a busi- 
ness owing anyone any money. 

“I suppose the standards I had 
along those lines I owe to my 
mother, who died last October at 
the age of 84,” he says. “She al- 
ways held my father up to me as 
a symbol of honesty and integrity, 
always. told me that no matter 
how much I might want some par- 
ticular thing, the honest way was 
the way to get it. 

“Then, too, you might say I’ve 
always had one basic motto that 
I’ve followed. - That is, ‘Do unto 
others as you would have them 
do unto you.’”

Keep it in about an inch 
from the end so that it can hang free. A one-fourth to one- 
half inch hem along the sides of the curtains should give.

a reward of 50,000 rupees (U.S. |

alive of India’s top bandit chief. | 
He is Bhupat Makwana, a 35- 
year-old Hindu. The Saurashtra 
police accuse him of at least 40 
murders committed in the course | 
of armed robberies against the | 
inhabitants of 27 villages. .

At the time of partition | 
revolt swept the area when Hindu | 
residents of Junagadh opposed | 
the action of the Nawab of Juna- | 
gadh in joining Pakistan. Finally 
the Nawab fled to Pakistan leav- 
ing the Indian Hindus in con- 


trol. |

hery as a profession following 
the end of this short campaign. 
He began by looting the Homes of 
well-to-do farmers, shooting with- | 
out hesitation whenever he was | 
op Then he formed a ban- | 
dit gang and turned his attention | 
to the richer villages.

70,000,000 persons . . . that’s the estimated number of vacationers 
expected this year. : 


By car, plane, bus, train and boat they will fan out to all parts of 
the nation and many countries outside the United States. 


The build-up of the armed forces is not expected to crimp trans- 
portation facilities. Gasoline and tire rationing are unlikely. 


Employment and income are at an all-time high. And the number 
of manufacturing firms granting paid vacations has more than 
tripled in the past decade, with 38 million workers in the paid 
vacation class. 


Distance no longer limits vacations. Nor are they confined to one 
season. 


Figures indicate that 50 per cent of all vacations are planned for 
summer, with July the leading month. Fall months account for 
25 per cent. The remaining 25 per cent is split equally between 
winter and spring. 


Approximately 80 per cent of vacationers travel by car.. There 
were 49,143,276 motor vehicles on the nation’s highways last year, 
according to the Bureau of Public Roads. Experts estimate that 
by July 1 there will be more than 50,000,000 vehicles on the road. 
The typical auto-vacationist last year traveled 925 miles and as 
a group spent more than a billion dollars for gasoline, oi] and 
accessories. 
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Thirteen per cent of the vacationers travel by railroad coach, 1! 
by bus, five by Pullman, 3.5 by.air and 3.2 by boat. (The total is 
more than 100 per cent because some persons use more than one 
method of transportation.)

every year, and the federal and 
county governments are in the 
midst of constructing a fine new 
27-mile, 300-foot wide sand beach 
between Bay St. Louis and Biloxi. 


Construction of the beach be- 
gan at both ends, and work is 
progressing towards completion in 
September of this year. Much of 
the beach is completed in Biloxi 
and Pass Christian and is avail- 
able to the public. 

The beach is being built along 
the famed sea-wall which paraF 
lels U. S. Highway 90. Much of 
this beautiful drive is four-lane 
concrete, and new sections are 
being opened to traffic daily. Be- 
fore the end of this summer, 
U. S. 90 will be four lanes wide 
from Long Beach to Biloxi. 

A gigantic dredge boat, the 
Natchez, spews forth sand and 
water daily during the actual con- 
struction of the beach, A crew of 
85 men are engaged in operating 
this dredge which pumps more 
than 400 cubic yards of sand each 
day. The completed beach will 
involve the pumping of more than 
6,000,000 cubic yards of sand.

The nation is far better 
equipped to handle normal as 
well as emergency transportation 
than at any in the past dec- 
ade, the survey found. It cited 
the unprecedented growth of the 
passenger sirlines, development 
by the military services of their 
own air-transport system, and in- 
creased capacities of passenger 
cars and busses as the key fac- 
tors 


“There is no doubt,” the survey 
pointed out, “that certain forms 
of transportation would be affect- 
ed sooner than others should our 
military program broaden. Under

Sculpture Has Large Part in 
62-Piece Display by 30 
St. Louisans. 


Sculpture in diversified styles 
dominates “Ars Sacra °51,” a re- 
ligious art exhibition installed 
yesterday at Nerinx Hall High 
School, 590 East Lockwood ave- 
nue, Webster Groves. A recep- 
tion will be held today at 3 p.m. 


About 30 sculptors, architects, | 


painters, craftsmen and art stu- 


dents of the St. Louis area are | 


showing a total of 62 pieces, in- 
cluding 21 sculptures, 13 oil 
paintings, 10 water colors and 
smaller numbers of drawings, 
vestments and other items. 
Purpose of the display, which 
helps to implement a 1947 papal 
encyclical, is to suggest that to- 
day’s churches be decorated with 
individually designed art in any 
of several vital contemporary 
styles. Not unforeseen is the 
corollary that mass-produced, 
stereotyped, emotionless “art” 
should cease to clutter churches, 
obstructing worship instead of 
aiding it. Sponsor of the show 
is the Guild of St. Luke, a unit 
of the Newman Club, campus or- 
ganization for Catholics at Wash- 
ington University. 
“Cardinal Glennon,” by Mose. 


For the first time, Carl Mose is 
exhibiting his standing figure of 
the late Cardinal John J. Glen- 
non, a study for a _ proposed 
monument, with eyes looking off 
into the distance. The sculptor 
said he had intended to stress the 
spiritual nature of the prelate 
without slighting his role as a 
statesman of the Church. 

In addition to Mose’s estab- 
lished style of simplified realism 
in this and other statues, the dis- 
play includes H. Richard Duhme’s 
not dissimilar work ih the Walker 
Hancock tradition, Clark Battle 
Fitz-Gerald’s walnut and _ ash 
woodcarvings and Hillis Arnold's 
six varied pieces, two lent by ar- 
chitects Joseph Murphy and Eu- 
gene Murphy. 

Rudy Torrini, Webster College 
and Nerinx Hall art instructor, 
reflects in his elongated “Cruci- 
fix” the restraint and expressive 
power learned from absorption in 
Gothic sculpture.

Q. Are the color TV pictures 
more attractive and is the color 
fidelity good? 

A. They compare with black 
and white television the way a 
good quality color movie does 
with a black and white film. 

Q. Will the programs them- 
selves be as good? 

A. Probably not for a long time 
unless telecasters or sponsors 
take a big loss. A sponsor who 
spends up to $50,000 in producing 
a one-hour black*and white TV 
show does so because he reaches 
millions of viewers. NBC esti- 
mates the Milton Berle program, 
for instance, goes into 7,300,000 
homes and has 24,000,000 viewers 
each week. A _ sponsor could 
hardly afford to spend as much 
on a color telecast reaching only 
a few hundred or a few thousand 
viewers. 

Q. If you wait for a factory- 
built set with built-in color recep- 
tion will it give you color pictures 
as big as 17 or 20-inch black and 
white sets, and will there be mod- 
els with pictures as big as the 
new 24 and 30-inch sets? 

A. No, not to begin with. Until 
direct view, tri-color tubes are 
generally available, CBS has a 
practical limit of 1214-inch pic-

tuning in color on the smaller 
unit. : 

Q. How soon will such equlp- 
ment be available? 

A. Several smaller manufactur- 
ers say that if materials are avail- 
able, they hope to have the first 
converters and companion units 
on the market in 60 to 90 days. 
But with most larger manufactur- 
ers making no plans for turning 
out color equipment so far, and 
defense demands taking a bigger 
share of materials, it may be 
months before converters and 
color sets are available in any 
quantity. 

Q. If you don’t have a set of 
any kind yet, would you be mak- 
ing a bad buy to get one of the 
black and white sets now on the 
market? 

A. By no means. The main TV 
programming will remain in black 
and white for probably much 
longer than the life of the. set. 
You can get a big screen picture 
with black and white, and the 
cost will be much less than for 
color. Then when color telecasts 
start in your community, you 


could still equip thé set for color. 

Q. Why will you be unable to 
get black and white pictures on 
your present set from CBS color 
telecasts without special equip- 
ment? 

A. Because it is on standards 
that are incompatible with those | 
of black and white TV. Each 
image, for instance, is made up 
of 405 lines compared with 525 
in black and white, and it’ pro- 
duces 24 complete images a sec- 
ond compared with 30 in black 


and white. 
Q. What about a compatible 
system such as the one proposed

Q. Why do opponents call CBS 
color a mnechanical system?

IRE—terror of rural communities—struck the little town of 
Palmyra, Illinois, last Sunday. High winds were sweeping 
the village of 900 population when young Francis Thomas, 

bucking the gusts on Main street, discovered the blaze. Noticing 
flames from a trash fire licking at a shed behind a restaurant, he 
yelled to a group of boys on the corrier to get the town fire truck. 

Before the apparatus could get to the scene, the fire was 
out of control. A gas tank in the shed exploded, 8 aR the 
fire to the restaurant and adjacent structures. Helplessly they 
watched: as the wind-whipped flames leaped the street to turn 
other buildings into infernos. Volunteer fire companies from 
nearby towns were called. And store etors, noting the 
temper of the great blaze, enlisted the aa passers-by to help 
them salvage their merchandise and fixtures. 

Early efforts of firemen to check the flames were futile. 
Because the town had no water system, water had to be taken 
from wells and cisterns. When they went dry, water was 
trucked in from surrounding communities.- Heat of the fire was 
so intense that tar boiled from the cracks in Highway 111 which 
runs through the town’s State street. Canned goods in a burn- 
ing grocery exploded like firecrackers, and the contents of a 
safe were reduced to ashes. Power and telephone service over 
a large area was disrupted. A towering column of smoke 
marked the pyre. , 

Three hours after it was discovered, the fire was brought 
under control, but by that time half the town’s business district 
lay in ruins. Eleven buildings were destroyed, with damage 


_estimated at $1,000,000. No one was injured.

Electronic Ear Gives Science 
A New Instrument for 
Study of Solar System

LTHOUGH radio waves from outer space 
cause “snow” on television screens and are a 
nuisance to radar operators, they also can 
be useful. By tracking down sources of cosmic 
radio energy, astronomers expect to learn things 
about the universe that telescopes cannot reveal. 
The tool for this new kind of observation is a 
broad sheet aluminum ear that can be beamed at 
any point in the sky, and that serves as antenna 
for a wide-range radio set. 
The ear is atop the Navy Research Laboratory 
Building near Washington, D. C. It looks like a 
radar antenna and it collects radio waves just as 


a giant mirror telescope collects light waves. Since 
the two differ only in wave length, the electronic 
ear gives a new dimension to study of the solar 
system. Observations with a smaller radio tele- 
scope at the Bureau of Standards already have 
shown that strong signals come from the Milky 
Way, and that they originate not in the stars but 
from great clouds of interstellar dust and gas in 
the galaxy.

A bragging boy lies about his father's strength. Is this evil? 


. Some lying is as natural as breathing, says a top psychologist 


RE YOU A LIAR? 
A Psychology’s guess is: Probably, yes. 

Before you get indignant, think back! Remember 
the “white lies’ of childhood? Your mother told you, 
“Babies come from the doctor’s bag,” or something simi- 
lar. You, yourself, blamed someone else (maybe only the 
family cat) for breaking a vase. Later on, you bragged 
that your father had a skillion dollars and could play 
baseball like Babe Ruth. And there was the story you 
told your friends: your teacher told you that you were 
the smartest pupil in the 
whole class. 

Virtually all of us lie, or 
have lied, in one way or an- 
other. It is part of the price 
we pay for living among 
other people. We lie through 
fear, love, shame, pride, 
modesty and expedience. 

We lie by deliberate mis- 
statement of fact, by exag- 
geration, by half-truths, 
sometimes by keeping silent. 

Is it better not to lie at “I'm 22,” lies a girl to a new 
all? Doesn’t lying lead to friend. t's woman's privilege. 


— and worse evils? Is there such a thing as a “born 

The psychologist’s answer to all these questions is a 
flat, “No!” Lying, except in the case of sick personalities, 
who live in a perpetual dream world, is normal. There 
are no “born liars.” 

We start out in life telling the truth at all times. We 
cry only when we are hungry, frightened, or uncom- 
fortable. But we learn to lie very early—perhaps first of 
all to get attention. Research studies have shown that 
practically all children learn to tell “fibs.” 


Here Are Some Common Lies 


S WE GROW OLDER, we are almost forced to lie—whenever 
the motive is strong enough and the fear of being 

caught in a lie is weak enough. Sometimes, in fact, we are 
expected to lie. . 

Here are some every-day examples: 
@ A salesgirl tells a customer a fabric, “will wear like 
iron.” (The customer knows it won't. So does the sales- 
girl, but she knows saying so helps her to sell.) 
@ An applicant for a job embroiders on his “past experi- 
ence.” (It’s necessary to get the job.) 
@ A woman shaves a few years off her age. (She is sensi- 
tive about it, and considers it her own business.) 


The cast of NBC-TV’s “One Man’s Fam- 
ily” posed for these PARADE pictures. 


@ A father tells a child its mother is “sick,” instead of 
dead. (He can’t bear to tell the truth—yet.) 

@ A mother tells her son she likes his new bride. (She 
doesn’t want to cause family unhappiness.) 

@® You keep silent when you know a loved-one has done 
something wrong. (You think it’s up to him to tell.) 

Technically, these are all lies. “But,” you say, “they're 
only ‘white lies.’” Correct. Psychology, however, studies 
lies with no regard for the morals involved. Good, bad, or 
indifferent, they are all distortions of fact. 

Psychologically, though, a person who refuses to tell 
a “kind” lie may have an emotionally stingy personality. 
His refusal to lie may cause unhappiness both to others 
and himself. That, in itself, 
is bad. 

But if some lying is nor- 
mal, at what point does ly- 
ing become evil and even 
dangerous? It’s well known 
that people who tell lies to 
injure others are often suf- 
fering from deep-seated 
maladjustments. 

So is the person who false- 
= ly imagines that neighbors 
ee ae , are talking about him. He 

r, 
cove oO wonon ts on old wierd, may not be consciously lying 
when he says he knows they 
are. He believes it. 

We all suffer from self-deception. The only thing that 
is of practical importance and serves to differentiate 
the well-adjusted from the neurotic person is: Does our 
self-deception extend to so many areas of our life that 
we become increasingiy maladjusted? Do our lies make 
us keep on lying until they dominate us? 

-Sometimes. A husband who wants to leave his wife 

(possibly for another woman) can easily lie to himself 
that his wife is a nagger, doesn’t love him, or is having an 
affair of her own. He may come to believe his lie. 
@ The essential point is whether a lie is on a mature 
plane, aiming at the im- 
provement of something or 
somebody we love, and is 
thoroughly unselfish. Or is it 
on an infantile self-centered 
plane? 

Normally, people lie to 
achieve certain immediate 
goals. They don’t (unless 
forced to, and think they 
can get away with it) keep 
on lying just for lying’s sake.

A Surprising Statement 


HE TOSSED her blonde locks and smiled at 
me. We were sitting in her tiny trailer 
dressing room. 
“Let’s face it,” she said. “Very little acting 
goes into my work!” 


I listened in surprise at her frankness.

Can Sam Snead 
Beat Himself ? 


A great golfer is his own worst enemy! 


DETROIT. 

N THURSDAY, JUNE 14, a West Virginia 

hillbilly named Samuel Jackson 

Snead is going to make his eleventh 

try for the biggest prize in golf: the 
famous U. S. Open. 

The scene this year will be different. 
The Open will be played at the Oakland 
Hills Country Club here. But the drama 
remains the same. Snead, who has tried 
10 times but has never won, will be the 
favorite once again. 

Last year, as in °49, Snead was the big- 
gest money winner in golf. Since he 
straggled barefoot out of the West Vir- 
ginia Hills in 1937, he’s won every other 
major tourney (including the PGA, the 
Masters and the British Open). But he’s 
always missed out on the biggest prize of 
all. At one time or another he has de- 
feated the greatest players in the game 
—Byron Nelson, Gene Sarazen, Ben Hogan 
and Henry Cotton — but in the Open he 
has never been able to beat himself. And 
the Open is the Kentucky Derby, the 
World Series, and the Rose Bow] game of 
golf. 

Sam was born in 1913 in the back hills 
of West Virginia. An all-around athlete, 
he turned to golf at 14 and was shooting

68s as a barefoot caddie. When he hit the 
Big Wheel in 1937 he already had every- 
thing—including a tendency to blow up 
once in a while. 

In ’37—his first Open—he almost tore 
the course apart. His booming tee shots, 
longest in the game, had already made 
him a gallery favorite. He shot four 
rounds for a total of 283—just one stroke 


Short of the all-time Open record. The 


only trouble was: Ralph Guldahl shot 281! 

His next chance came in 1939 at Phila- 
delphia. He came up to the last hole with 
the championship tucked into his pocket. 
He didn’t even need a par to win. Confi- 
dently, he stepped up to the tee and 
swung. 

What happened? It was a par 5 hole. 
Our Sammy wound up with an eight! 

Next year, Sam tried again at Cleve- 
land. In the first round he shot a record- 
smashing 67, while the galleries cheered. 
Then he shot two 73s to stay in the lead. 
His last round? ...a miserable 81! 

“For a week, I couldn’t face myself in 
the mirror,” says Sam. 

In 1946, on the same course, Sam once 
again was the first round leader. He 
wound up eight strokes behind Lloyd 
Mangrum, the eventual winner. 

What happened? 

“I just got dumb,” said Sam. 


He Missed a 30-Inch Putt 


ON’T GET the impression that there’s 
anything fainthearted about Sam. 
In any other show he’s the most dan- 
gerous man on the course. In the British 
Open in 1946 he whipped Britain’s finest 
golfer, Henry Cotton, on his own course 
after trailing Cotton by one stroke. In 
1945 he came out of the Navy to defeat 
Byron Nelson in a $10,000 winner-take- 
all tourney when Nelson was top player 
in the world. 
Although Snead has the best assort- 
ment of Strokes in golf, sometimes he 
simply can’t putt in the Open. 
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“ANGUISH on his sis. penoey kicks the air + aes missing putt he 
was sure he would sink. Putting has always been his weakness. 


Take 1947, at St. Louis. That time, Sam seemed to 
have his jinx licked. On the final green he dropped 
a 20-foot putt to tie Lew Worsham for first place. 
The next day they played off. On the last hole Sam 
missed a thirty-inch putt. Worsham won. 

How can such things happen? Sam just shakes 
his head in sorrow. 

Came 1948, a new year, but the same old Snead. 
For the first half of the Open—at Los Angeles—Sam 
was the leader with record scores: 69 and 69. But in 
the last two rounds he shot a pair of 72s and wound 
up seven shots away from Ben Hogan, the cham- 
pion. 

In 1949, with Nelson retired and Hogan injured, 
Snead became the game’s best golfer. He won the 
Masters and the PGA and won $30,000 in tourna- 
ment prizes: He was doing fine: until the Open. 


; He Wants to Know Why 


TIME he waited until the final round to blow. 
To tie Cary Middlecoff, the leader, he needed 
a pair of pars. On the 17th green, he missed one putt 
by seven feet. Then he missed another putt and 
Middlecoff went home with the title. 
“Man,” said Sam. “Why do I do these things?” 
Last year was another big one. Sam won 10 
tournaments and $35,759. Through 96 rounds of golf 
he averaged 69.23 strokes. Yet when it came to the 
Open — at Philadelphia — his putter betrayed him 
again and he finished well back in the pack. 
“It ain't that I cain’t putt,” drawls Sam. “It’s just 
that my putter don’t know I can putt—in the Open.” 
Next week Sam will get another chance. And he's 
still the man to beat—if he can only beat himself.
